Neither of the cited references discloses a spear point having a positioning system for urging the spear point 
toward one of a plurality of angularly spaced positions, as claimed in claim 1. For example WO 97/18382 
allows fee spear point to be pivoted by 90 degrees in opposite directions from a position co-axial with the 
longitudinal axis of the main body portion (refer to page 6 lines 4-13, and Fig. 1). However there is no provision 
or suggestion for providing means by which the angle of pivoting of the spear point that is required to positively 
hold the spearhead assembly in a different position can be varied to suit the application in hand. 

Accordingly, it is considered that the claimed invention is novel and possesses an inventive step over the 
disclosures of the cited prior art documents. 
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
